Chicago,July IO—William J. Bryan, 
the “ boy orator of the Platte,” and 
Nebraska’s favorite free silver advo­ 
cate, was nominated for president on 
the fifth ballot this afternoon. 
The day opened with gold men des­ 
perate. 
They had prepared a mani­ 
festo, it was announced, which they 
had intended to submit to the con­ 
vention with a demand that the sit­ 
uation be considered. 
There was much discussion ae to 
whether a two-thirds vote of all the 
states is required to nominate, or 
simply two-thirds of the vote given.The 
best authorities say the latter, and the 
Associated Press bulletins are based 
on that supposition as the rules of the 
last convention which govern this, 
say: “ Two-thirds of the vote given.” 
There are in ail 930 votes, but it is ex-

uohix Gilmer Speed writes upon how 
to organize and conduct ? Village Im­ 
provement Society in ladies’ Home 
Journal. 
He prefaces hs paper with 
the assertion that the “fiture prosper­ 
ity of the country villagi depends, in a 
great measure, upon it? suitability foi 
the summer residence o those who pre­ 
fer, at that season, to lave the hot and 
crowded cities,” and aijues further that 
“a Village Improvemeit Society should 
be a pure democracy and within its 
membership it shoud embrace every 
man and woman of food repute in the 
neighborhood, and oesides this there 
should be establifced an 
auxiliary 
league of children. This league should 
be asked, and urgd, and instructed to 
assist the main so4ety. Such societies 
are usually suppoited by fees and dues. 
This is very well.n a village where the 
majority of the people are quite pros­ 
perous and usially have a store of 
ready money it their disposal. 
But 
even in such places I prefer the method 
of supporting the society by purely 
voluntary 
mbscriptions ' of 
money, 
labor and naterial. 
Labor is just as 
good as motey, and is given much more 
freely by a1 save those who are rich.” 
After csnvassing the m atter Mr. 
Speed sugfests a public meeting, to be 
addressed by some one familiar with 
the detaib of the work, preceding pre­ 
liminary irganization, and the adoption 
of a conftitution. 
Permanent officers 
and comaittees should be named at the 
first meeing, and preceding the second 
one the first labor day should be ob­ 
served. “On that day all the men and 
teams ii the village should congregate 
to workunder the direction of the exec­ 
utive cimmittee, and the ladies of the 
society should provide a picnic lunch­ 
eon foi the workers that day. In some 
untidy villages the whole of the first 
labor flay might be given to cleaning 
up; inothers the sidewalks might be put 
in better order, or pieces of new side­ 
walk constructed; in nearly every vil­ 
lage it would be a good thing to put 
the grounds and fences of the public 
schoolhouse in order. But there are al­ 
ways very obvious needs everywhere 
before the advent of the village im­ 
prover. 
But what is done that day 
should be done with some thorough­ 
ness, and the noonday luncheon is apt 
to invest the day with some of the char­ 
acteristics of a festival. W hat is done 
will be discussed in every house of the 
village, and the achievements will in­ 
spire confidence or provoke criticism.”
